At length, -aa I was walking one Sunday 
afternoon, in the spring of 170y,'thctojutioii 
of the problem (suddenly flashed U|mn my 
mind," Long' years of labor and difficulty, 
and sorrow it costs him realize bis idea ; but 
necessity is laid upon him, nnd woe be to him 
if he obeys not bib vision. Onco be wriles': 
" I liave now brought the engine near a cin- 
tluhion, yel I am not, in idea, nearer the rc.il 
f wish for than I w?9 four ye urs ago. How- 
ever I am resolved to do all I cao'to carry 
on Ibis business; and. if it doos not thrive 
with me, I will hy asido the burden I eaii- 
not carry. Of all things .in life there in no- 
thing more foolish than inventing."

To- those who only knew Watt as ari'cii- 
fjineer, how touching are thc^e words- cf the 
tfUin'l AVrittng aUyul bis wife's' death,' be 
says:- '.'"I know that grief has' its period ; 
but I have much tosuffeV uret " And again 
writipg'otv." -the loss of friends," he says, 
"li|;e'othcr'evils, must be endured with pa- 
tience. r - Tho most powerful remedy is to ap. 
ply to business, or amusements/' which call 
the mind from its'- sorrows, and -prevents it 
from preying on itself. , In the fujlness of 
our griepw^j arp apt to think that allowing 
ourselves )o"pursuo objects which may turn 
our minds ftom ttfoobject it ia too much oc- 
cupied .with, jts like a kind insult or want of 
affection for Jhc deceased, but we do not 
then'argue fairly— our dutv to the departed 
has 'come to a period, but our duty to 
our Jinng family, to ourselves, and to the 
world, still subsists'; nnd the sootier .we can 
ourselves (o attend to it, the mpre 
Watt lived to be nearly eigh- 
ty-three, years old, though off/ait health from 
his childhood — another proof that intellect is
